The  library  class  is  composed  of  high  school  students  taking  library  as  an  elective 
subject.  This  course  carries  one-half  unit  scholastic  credit.  These  students  work  as 
library  assistants  one  period  daily.  The  class  meets  once  a  week  at  activity  period  for 
class  discussion  and  explanation  of  work. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  teach  students  how  to  use  all  libraries,  to  help 
develop  the  reading  habit,  and  to  provide  opportunity  for  the  practice  of  citizenship 
and  social  service.

The  1955  Grainger  High  School  Football  team  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful outfits  in  Coach  Frank  Mock's  twenty-one  years  as  head  coach  by  copping  the 
Northeastern  Conference  crown  and  going  on  to  win  the  state  AA  championship.  With 
his  returning  veterans  and  talented  newcomers  from  the  junior  varsity,  Coach  Mock 
presented  a  well-rounded  squad  which  featured  a  rugged  line  and  a  fancy  array  of 
backs.  The  Red  Devils  of  1955  finished  the  regular  season  with  a  record  of  9  wins 
and  only  1  defeat,  a  7-0  loss  to  AAA  Raleigh,  and  then  added  three  post  season 
victories  in  their  climb  to  the  AA  crown.  Perhaps  the  most  exciting  contest  of  the 
season  was  the  championship  game  with  Hendersonville  when  the  Mockmen,  after 
trailing  7  to  0,  fought  back  for  a  12  to  7  victory. 

Several  members  of  the  squad  grabbed  post  season  honors.  Poo  Rochelle,  Charles 
Randolph,  William  Hill,  Gene  Handy,  and  George  Graves  were  placed  on  the  all- 
conference  team.  Rochelle,  Randolph,  Handy,  and  Hill  were  named  to  all-eastern 
squads,  and  Hill  and  Handy  earned  positions  on  all-state  squads.  Before  each  game 
co-captains  wer«  chosen,  but  at  the  end  of  the  season  Rochelle  and  Hill  were  elected 
honorary  captains.
